Heat Wave in Arctic 
Causes Herring Flight 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—(UP)—The 
arctig is suffering from a heat wave. 

There have been several com- 
plaints about the polar weather this 
summer, but it remained for Brit- 
ish scientists to maké the first of- 
ficial protest in behalf of herrings 
which have been driven from the 
North sea. 

The herrings were forced to _mi- 
grate because of frigid weather. The 
scientists explained that heat in the 
arctic produces very cold currents. 

The hot weather in the polar re- 
gion may prove fatal to the herring 
family, the scientists said. They es- 
timated that only about one per cent 
of the eggs would hatch, thus caus- 
ing British deep-sea fishers to lose 
large amounts of money.

file, defended his action in forming 
the national emergency government to 
deal with the nation’s financial crisis, 
Arthur Henderson, affectionately 
known as “Uncle Arthur” to British 
labor, was given Mr. MacDonald's 
mantle and will lead an almost solid 
force of 280 members of the house of 
commons against the new government 
when parliament assembles in special 
session, September 8, to press through 
the economy program for Great Brit- 
ain’s financial salvation.

WHY MODIFY MILK FOR THE 


Why not feed the young infant with 

milk just as it comes. from the cow or 
the goat? That might be all right if 
you have a goat or if the milk comes 
from a tuberculin-tested cow and is 
delivered to your home immediately 
after milking. 
_ As a rule all milk offered for sale 
in a town or city must be pasteur- 
ized (that means heating up to 145 
degrees F. for 20 to 30 minutes, then 
eooling again—enough heat te kill off 
tubercle bacilli, typhoid baccilli or 
streptococci) unless it is certified milk, 
which, of course, is pure and safe to 
take raw. 

Even if you can have milk from 
your own cow or goat or from your 
neighbor's delivered immediately aft- 
er milking, it is generally advisable to 
modify the milk before you feed it to 
the baby. Here is a table showing the 
average or usual composition of hum. n 
milk, cow’s milk and goat's milk:

possible. The main difference in the 
composition of human milk and cow's 
or goat’s is in the proportions of pro- 
tein (casein and albumen) and of 
sugar (lactose, milk sugar). Human 
milk contains little more than half 
the amount of protein usually present 
in cows or goat’s milk, but almost 
twice as much sugar. In fat content 
there is no great difference, except 
that goat’s milk is the richest of all. 

Suppose you have an infant a 
month or two old to feed, with cow's 
milk or goat’s milk. It would be well 
to modify the fresh whole milk by sim- 
ply diluting it with boiled water (boil- 
ed then cooled), in order to bring the 
proportion of protein down to about 
that of human milk. If the milk con- 
tains twice as much protein as human 
milk contains, you would bring the 
protein down to the right proportion 
by mixing with the milk an equal 
quantity of water. But that would 
also bring the proportion of fat and 
of sugar down to barely more than 
half the amounts of these in human 
milk. So in order to correct this you 
would add some pure cream and some 
sugar to the mixture. Then you would 
have a modified milk very similar to 
human milk in composition, and that’s 
what, the young infant requires. It is 


not so important in the feeding of

It doesn’t matter much which sugar 
you add in modifying milk for the 


| baby—cane or beet sugar, corn sugar 


(glucose, corn syrup), maltose, or lac- 
tose (sugar of milk). The cream is 
best taken from the top of a jar of 
fresh milk that has stood cooling for 
several hours. 

Formerly lime water was added in 
modifying milk, but this is rarely 
necessary. If anything else than plain 
boiled water is used to dilute the milk 
it had better be barley water or oat- 
meal water, barley water being some- 
what less laxative than oatmeal water. 

Here is a simple formula for modi- 
fication of milk for a baby two months 
old: Add a pint of water to a quart 
of the milk, stir two tablespoonfuls ot 
sugar in, and add from one to three 
or four tablespoonfuls of fresh cream.

My dear Louise: 

I think the time is coming, perhaps soon, when the people of your 
country will quarrel about the relative merit of two conflicting ideas. 

Women will take sides along with the men, 
and in the heat of conflict very few people will 
be able to think clearly and sanely. 

Before that time comes, | want you to see 
what it’s all about so you wWon’t be fooled by 
pretty pictures or eloquent words. 

The details of life change, but fundamental!

And all of us must render some service in 
order to get a living. 

The question to be decided is whether we 
shall work for a boss or work for ourselves. 

ROBERT QUILLEN And the hope of the discontented is that by 

working for themselves they can get more 
money. 

At first glance the two ideas seem opposite, for certainly it is one 
thing to have a boss and quite another to be your own boss; but ac- 
tually they come to the same thing in the end. 

The final boss is the public that pays the bill. 

If you are a farmer, you seem to be working for yourself, but in 
reality you are working for the public that pays you a profit. 

And if you are the farmer’s hired hand, you seem to be working 
for the farmer, but in reality you are working for the same public that 
buys the fruit of your labor. 

The only question, then, is whether the 
produce Shall hand the money to you or hand it to your emplover and 
let him take out a share before handing it to you. 

The new theory is that the farms, factories, railroads and everything 
else should belong to everybody, so that all the money earned could 
be divided equally among them without leaving any share for a boss. 

That is the plan in Russia. 

But still there must be managers and superiritendents, and the ablest 
men get the softest jobs and give orders to the others. 

The Russians say they are not working for selfish gain, but for the 
common good. But their hope is that the common good will mean more 
profits to divide and thus give each worker more pay for his labor. 

So far the plan hasn’t worked that way, for the average worker gets 
a little less than $45 a month. 

Nothing has been changed, you see, except the names of things 

Whether the boss.is called ‘owner’ or “comrade,” he still holds the 
best job and gives orders. 

And the office girl who,thinks she is working for herself still takes 
dictation and draws $45 a month instead of the American girl’s $100. 

From now on you will hear more and more about the wonderful svys- 
tem that makes the worker part owner of everything, but don’t let words 
fool you. 

As an American citizen you are owner of the money printing presses 
in Washington, but try to get a few samples of their work. 

Pretty words fool the simple, but facts are all that matter. And no 
matter what the system is called, those who know most boss the others 
and take the biggest rewards—in money, or in the rank and power that 


people who buy what you
